Soeiatisin in 
America, as well as on tho Uontinrnt of 
Europe, where it has grown to be very 
strong, electing memliers to the-parlia¬ 
mentary assemblies in difTerant cotin- 
iriesj is now* less vague as it was in the 
|kast, u'bcu various idaal communities 
were founded and failed, and even so 
recently as the puldication of Bellainy's 
famous '^Looking Backward.^ It has 
become Marxiasm.

that tin; proiluction of the nieaiu to support human lif«, and, next, to 
produtlion, the exchange of things produced, ia the baai* of all social 
atructiire; that in everj- tocietr that haa up^red in liistory, the manner 
in which wealth is distributed and.eociet; divided into clnssc* or ordert, 
is dci>endcDt upon what is produced, how it is produced, and how the 
products are exchanged. From this point of view the final causes of all 
surdal clianges and political lerolutions are to be sought, not in men’s 
brains, not in man's better insight into eternal truth and justice, but 
in changes in the roodee of production and eicha^e. They arc to be 
sought.' not in the philosophy, but in the economics of each particular 
epoch. The growing perception that existing social inatitntions are un¬ 
reasonable and unjust, that reason has become unreason, and .right srrong, 
ia only proof that in the modes ef p^uction and exchange chuigea have 
filently taheh place, irith which the locial order, adapted to earlier 
ecoDomio conditions, is no longer in keeping. From this it also follows 
that meana of getting rid of the incongruities that have been brought 
to light, must also be present, in a more or lees developed conditiim, 
withm Ue changed modes of production themselves. These moans are 
not to be inventM by dednetion from fundamental principres, but are 
to be ditoovered in the stubborn facta of the existing system of pro- 
dnctioiL 

What la, then, the position of modern Socialism in this eormection? 

The present structure of society—this is now pretty generally con- 
oaded—is the creation of the ruling class of to-day, of the bonrgcoisic. 
The mode of prodnetion pecnliar to the bourgeoisie, known, since Marx, 
.M the etpitallst mode of production, was incompatible with the feudal 
system, with the privil^^ it oonfetied upon indiTidnalsv.entire social 
nnla and local ooqxiriiions, as well as with the hereditary tics of sub- 
etdinatian which eooatitntad the fnmeworg of its social organization. 
.The bourseoiiae broke up the feudal inrstem and built np<m its mins 
tha eapitaliat order of society, the kingdom of free competition, of per- 
Ubarty, of the equality, before tbe law, of all commodity owners, 
of all the reat of the capitalist Meaiings. Thenceforward the capitalist 
mode of production could develop in freedom. Since steam, machinery, 
end tile maHog of machines hj machinery transformed the older manu¬ 
facture into niodem industry, the prodactive forces evolved under the 
(ddanoe of the bourgeoisie developed 'wHh a rapidity and in a degree 
unheard of before. But juit as the older manufseture, in its tinK, and 
handicraft, becoming more developed under its influence, had come 
into coUiaion with the feudal tranimels of the guilds, so now modern 
industry. In ita more complete development, comes into collision with 
tite boix^ 'within which the capitalistic mode of production holds it 
dodfined. The new productive forces have already outgrown the cap¬ 
italistic mode of using them. And this conflict between prpductive forces 
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the one siefe, and the producere, possosaing nothing but their Inbor- 
porer, on the other. The contradiction behreen tocinlitfd production 
and capitalistic appropriation manifested itself as the antagonism of 
proletariat and Jofirf^^owie. 

Xow we have seen that the capitalifitic jnodc of production thrust 
iU way into b society of comraodity-producers, of individual prodtirers, 
whose social bond was the exchange of their products^ But every aocioty, 
based upon the prodnetion of commodities,- has this peculiarity: that the 
produce™ have lost control over their own social inter-relations. Eneli 
man produces for himself with such means of production as he mUy 
happen t/i have, and for'such exchange as he may require to satisfy his 
remaining wants. No one knows how much of his particular article is 
coming on the market, nor how much of it will be wanted. No one knows 
whether his individual product will meet with actual demand, whether 
he will be able to make good his cost of production nr even to sell hi.s 
commodity at all. Anarchy reigns in sooinliscd production. 

But the production of commodities, like every other form of pro- 
dtietion, has its peculiar, inherent laws inseparable from it: and the.'^p 
laws work, despite anarchy, in and through anarchy. They reveal them¬ 
selves in the only persistent form of s<»rial inter-relations, t. e., in ex- 
chmnge, and here they affect the individual producers as eompu?w»ry 
laws of competition. ’ They arc. at first, unknown to these producers 
themselves, and have to be discovered by them gradually and as the 
result of experience. They work themselves out, therefore, independ¬ 
ently of the producers, and in antagoni.«m to them, ns inexorable natural 
laws of their particular form of production. The jirodupt governs the 
producers. 

* It U hardly neceaaary in thia cennection to point out that, evnt if tha 
form of appropriation remains tlie same, the character of the apprqnriation la 
just a* much revolutionized as production i* by the changes described above. 
It la, of coprsc, a very different matter whether I aprnpriate to myself my own 
product or that of another. Note In passing thath wa^te-lalmr, which contains 
the whole capitalist mode of production in embrii'O, is very ancient: in a 
sporadic, acattered form It existed for icenturtes alongside «f alave-labor. But 
the embryo could duly develop Into the capitalist mode of prodnetion only 
-when the necesaary hUtorioal pre-conditions had been furnisilifl^ •

It is the propei-ty of the rich, 
who squeeze it so bard that the mere failure of a potato crop can 
bring starvation to the inhabitants. The fault cannot be in the Irish 
people, since the Irish people who emigrate to other countries prosper 
to the same degree in thoee other countries a, the rest of the popula¬ 
tion does. The fault lie, in capitalism. The British poieessions in 
India have had recurring famines, despite the fact of raising millions 
on milliona of bnahola of wheat and gcahi- But the trouble was that 
the wheat was exported to England. The native who grew it did not 
own It Capitalism exists by exploitation, by plunder. Its superabi’.nd- 
ance comes from someone rise’s depiction. And the cries of famine 
are the warnings civilization is sending forth that there is something 
wrong and that there is a day of vengeance coming unless the people 
can throw off the galling yoke of capitalist exploitation.
